THIN, sallow man sat in the criminal division of the Circuit Court at 
the Four Courts. The judge was on the bench—the lawyers busily 
arguing in front of the bar. There was not a trace of emotion in the 

features of the man. He looked coldly out of his steel gray eyes at the court. 
There was not a twitching of the lip, not a tremor of the hand. His face was 
long and thin, his forehead high, the crown of his head very bald. :

- Aigher tribunal, in remanding the case, had laid down certain deficiences in 

_ the evidence regarding Snyder’s residence which the State must supply before 
it could successfully prosecute the case. 

IRCUIT ATTORNEY SAGER, after the Snyder case had been dismissed 
as the result of the Court’s reftisal to grant a continuance, declared 
that he would, within the three months allowed under the statute, file 

mew informations against him and prosecute the case vigorously. Snyder’s 
attorneys laugh at this atiitude of Sager, and say the ease is ended.

It was then 
that Folk laid the Snyder case before 
the-grand jury, having in the meantime 
driven ex-Councilman Frederick G. Ut- 
hoff into the corner and forced him to 
divulge the sercets of the most re- 
markuble of all the St. Louis bribery 
Cases, 

Snyder was indicted April 5, 1902. 
Folk’s boodle crusade was then not 
over three months old. 

The effect of the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pose four years earlier, followed up by 
a Circuit Attorney who dared prosecute 
crimes that had been lightly passed 
over in former years, was almost world- 
wide. Reform sentiment Swept over the 
country like a tidal wave; it carried 
down corrupt officials in many cities 
and states; its principles have been made 
a part of party platforms, and the de- 
mand for higher ideals in political ar. 
fairs has spread over the entire COUN- 
try.

The Snyder trial in St. Louis during 


the carly part of October, 1902, was at 


the most famous of the cases in whic 
Folk appeared as prosecutor, with the 
possible exception of those in which Kq- 
ward Butler appeared as defendant. No 
other case compared with it as a legal! 
combat. 

It was in the trial of this case that 
Judge Henry 8S. Priest, one of the most 
able exponents of law in St. Louis, 
startled the court and hig hearers with 
the declaration that “Bribery is only a 
conventional crime."" The phrase has 
since reverberated around the world, 
and has been denied by many manifesta- 
tions of public opinion. 

The streets named in the Central Trac- 
tlon franchise fill more than two fools- 
cap pages of printed matter. The streets 
were principally In North and South St. 
Louls. The franchise granted was for 
the construction of more than 100 miles 
of electric railway in St. Louis 


Bill Was a “Sandbag.” 

Less than four miles of this line has 
ever been bullt.

The 
franchise was worth millions, not as a 
legitimate transportation enterprise, but

T.,-urider a Rock Island pas- 
senger train, on Sept. 18, was one of those frightful 
disasters which it seems no more possible to escape 
on railroads than it. is to escape the effects. of such 
typhoons as that which on the morning of the 
same day filled the harbor of Hongkong with 
wreckage, killed 5000 people and threatened the city 
with destruction. A violent storm had raised the 
Cimarron to flood since the inspection. of ‘the 
bridge, and during its continuance the: structure 
went down under the passing’ train. When thd full 
list of the dead from the accident is finally made up, 
the only ‘thing to ‘be said in the face of such a 
“dispensation of Providence” will be that with 
cheaper and better jron and growing knowledge of 
engineering, Providence may finally make it clear 
that the human mind is capable of railroad bridges 
which will be safe even when storms are simul- 
taneous in Oklahoma and Hongkong. 


On Tuesday_a surgeon of greater or less celebrity 
published what seems to have been intended as a 
serious argument: in favor of introducing “higher 
trinial surgery” in the penitentiaries as a means 
of reforming habitual criminals. His argument was 
that crime is often due to pressure of the bony 
structure of the skull on the brain, which could be 
relieved by a surgical operation. In spite of the 
provision of the Constitution against cruel and 
unusual punishments, it is possible that this new 
form of scientific philanthropy may be experimented 
with in some of the penitentiaries, as it is said to 
have been already in some “charitable institutions.” 





THE RIGHT ANSWER. 

According to the careful arithmetic of President 
Hill of the Northern Pacific, “in less than twenty 
years from this, moment, the United States will 
have 130,000,000 people.” 

This being the case, it follows that in less’ than 
twenty years Wé) will-have t:@ eet in the United 
States the “bottom question” of civilization, not 
only with a right answer, but with the only right 
answer. 3 

‘It appears plainly enough from such summing up 
as Mr. Hill.and others supporting him in his con- 
clusions have recently made, that there is only one 
right answer. ‘Their demonstrations are clear 
enough. We cannot escape the conclusion that with 
the present rate of increase in population main- 


we have before us in the future not only an “iron- 
less age,” which Mr. Hill shows as a menace, but 
also a breadless and meatless, age. 

This is the “bottom question” we are to face, not 
in the distant and-vague future, but in this genera- 
tion. Fwepty years is a short time, so short that 
it is virtually part of the preserit, with little time 
Re it. for change of direction, if that were possible. 

We haye time enough back of it, however, to find 
the meaning of everything which may appear alarm- 

ing in this immediate future. If out of this 
abundant past we use.only the last two centuries, 
bringing them to bear on these two next decades, we 
will find that what appears most formidable in the 
conditions into which we are growing is the most 
essential part of the ‘highest opportunity. 

With the increase in the number of peaceable and 
industrious people on a given territory, the re- 
sources of the human mind have always developed 
under pressure of population. The pressure of pop- 
ulation which seems dreadful in view of possible 
exhaustion of food and other necessariés, has al- 
ways been one of the main factors in developing the 
higher resources of the mind out of which all. other 
resources have developed. Five families or ten 
families to the square mile do not set up the nec- 
essary pressure on each other for the full develop- 
ment of their own resources of mind. When the 
point is reached. where the. pressure of | population 
is sufficient for this development, it invariably 
takes place among peaceable and industrious’ people. 
It takes place if they are only reasonably peaceable 
and moderately industrious. Under such conditions, 
it has no limit visible in the whole range of the 
history of the use of the mind. 

The “bottom, question” is a very simple one. It 
is the question of the development of intellectual 
resources under pressure of increasing population 
which makes the. development necessary and “best 
worth while.” | 

With the development of the mind shown by the 
last two centuries. behind us, and now present in 
the whole atmosphere of civilization around us, 
increasing the resources of civilization a thousand 
fold beyond what they were even a century ago, 
the only question of the future is a moral ques- 

tion. If we are morally fit to meet the world’s 
highest opportunities as they are forced on us by 
increasing population, they will be met not only 
sucessfully, but gloriously. The resources <of a 

country are as limitless, as inexhaustible as the 
resources of the mind of a reasonably peaceable and 
industrious people.

Texas is aroused on the subject of Senator Bailey’s 
connection with and work for the Standard Oil in- 
terests_represented by the Waters-Pierce Oil Co.

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APPEALS TO CLASS FEELING. 

The appeal to “class consciousness” heard 
often among radicals and Socialists will not support 
the hopes of those who employ it, if critically exam- 
ined in the light of the facts, 

The workingmen—meaning by the term those en- 
gaged on wages in trade transportation and manu- 
factures—argue for the interest of the wage-earn- 
ing class and expect social regeneration from what 
they call the emancipation of that class. 

But there are 10,381,765 farmers in the United 

States. -An appeal which leaves their interest out of 
account will not greatly alter the public mind. The 
wage earners in manufacturing and mechanical pur- 
suits number 7,085,309, in trade and transportation 
4,766,964. Even in the impossible event of combining 
these in a solid phalanx aiming at class purpose, it 
would not prevail over the farming, professional-and 
business classes. At most it would precipitate that 
basest of all calamities—a class struggle, attended 
with the disasters which always accompany such 
unnatural divisions. Such arguments reach the mood 
of the moment. They never unsettle conviction. The 
fate of the Populists is an example of what happens 
when political principles are set aside for expedients 
to promote class interest. 
The truth is there is no real conflict between 
classes in this country. In any sane and patriotic 
view there is only the public interest, in which all 
classes and individuals share. And this only should 
be consulted in framing public policies. Political ex- 
pedients which benefit the whole, benefit all, and 
what benefits all helps each. No other mode of 
progress will succeed in a democracy. 
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What kind of a government is it whose chief sup- 
port is worn out by sleepless fear and dies from 
sheer anxiety? If Trepoff, the man of iron, could 
not stand the strain, who can? And yet the Czar 
and his counselors cling to the hope that they can 
perpetuate a system of government which is not 
distinguishable from bedlam and pandemonium.

Conservatives are in office, the “ex peri- 
ment is already being made of exploit- 
ing the water powers and mineral lands 
for the benefit of the people and of dis- 
infecting the political system. 

In the Federal arena, in 1904, R. L. 
Borden fought the parliamentary elec- 
tion largely on the issue of State own- 
ership of the National Transcontinental! 
Railway, and summarily rejected the 
offers of large tampaign contributions— 
with a string to them—to turn out the 
party at the helm of affairs at Ottawa. 
He failed to carry the electorate with 
him, for the country was too prosperous 
to want a change and the issue he pre- 
sented was not fully understood, so a 
campaign specially organized to make 
tifat issue clear and to fight the next 
general election upon it will he ainder- 
taken in grim earnest in every province 
of the Dominion.

Another hosier and glover has also 
been forced to refuse a large number 
of orders. “The dearth in skins is alarm- 
ing,’’ he said, “and has caused the price 
of gloves to increase enormously. 

“A number of our customers have in- 
vested in silk or lisle thread gloves to 
match their gowns, but the majority 
have confessed to me’tnat they weuld 
prefer to Wear no gloves at all.’’

The answer to this brings out one 
of the most important principles that 
will be a part of any system under 
, new rules. I cannot make it too 
plain, 

The answer to this is that the line 
men on defense will not be taught to 
charge as they were last year. 

That word “charge” has hung over 
the battle-scarred gridirons of the 
past like a call to arms. A lineman 
who could not “charge” was useless. 
A “charge” was the sudden. powerful 
Spring forward of the linesmen_ to 
meet their opponents, and whichever 
linesman was the suddenest usually 
bent his opponent back and stopped 
the heavy massed attack, If the de- 
fending linesman was himself bent 
back then the tandem mass aimed at 
him would crush on over for a couple 
of yards more. 


Line Men Taught to Back Up. 


For these reasons the coaches will not 
put much stress on charging, but will 
rather teach the linesman to be nimble 


and active in backing up all along the 
line ani outside the ends. Take, for 
instance, the right guard. Al] he used 
to do was to protect his own position 
and help out the center rush and right 
tackle if he was not too busy with his 
own man. This fall you will pr 

see the guard tackling all over the field. 
His duties will be doubled, for he will 
have to watch to the attacking back 
field like a hawk to see what it is go- 


‘ing to do, x he will have to look 
out for plays ail Straight at him and 


also out at the tackle or end. 
Therefore, in order to get out of his 
position quickly, he will want to stand 
a little back from the line of scrim- 
mage. 
This hacking-up theory will be varied 
and enlarged as we progress. 


The Second Line of Defense. 


Next let us go to the diagram again 
and take a look at the second line of 


defense. 

Note that it is playing further back 
and more scattered than it was last 
year. The haitbaecks are practically 
secondary ends, whereas they used to 
Play just back or inside of their 
tackles, 

Whyr is this? 

First, because the second line of de- 
fense is afraid of forward passes and 
the short kicks where everyone is on- 
side when the ball hits the ground. 

Second, because the second line of de- 
fense is not so afraid of short gains, 
and. therefore, does not have to spring 
to the support of the first line of de- 
fense so sharply as it used to do. 

Third, because the second line of de- 
fense is afraid of long end runs. 

Undoubtedly this year in planning the 
attack a coach will lay great stress on 
the forward pass and the kick, because 
they are the only two new rules that 
favor his attack. Without them the 
balance of power would be completely 
in favor of the defense. The new rule 
that puts everyone on side the instant 
a kicked ball hits the ground is an ex- 
tremely important rule. 

Now let us instance a possible play. 
Suppose the second line of defense was 
playing close up to the first line, like it 
did last year, and not like it is playing 
in the diagram. A sharp clever quarter- 
back on attack would instantly signal 
for a short kick. He would make it him- 
self, just over the heads of the second- 
ary line of defense, and his line men 
would dash through and get it the in- 
stant it hit the ground. The quarter- 
back on defense has to play away back, 
and he could not get it tn time. By 
moving your second line of defense back 
a little vou can cover your territory 
against these dangerous little punts. 


The Forward Pass. 

The forward pass can be made one in 
each scrimmage by the attacking side 
only. It cannot be made over the line 
of scrimmage within five yards of elther 
side of center. It it hits the ground be- 
fore it hits a player of either side it 
goes to the defending side at that spot.

The Third Line of Defense. 


The quarterback, who is generally a 
Swift open field runner and a sure 
eatcher and tackler, plays about thir- 
ty yards back on defense. 

Just how far back he will play is 
very important this year. ’ 

Why? 

Because he must be able to get to 
every kicked ball in the territory not 
covered by the second line of defense, 
before the opposing end_ rushers, 
whose side is kicking, can get there. 
Neither must he let the kick sail on 
over his head. 

Remember that the ends are on-side 
the very instant the ball hits the 
ground and their punter will probably 
send his kicks low for that reason. 

In placing the quarterback on de- 
fense a coach must take into consid- 
eration that the opposing ends can 
usually get several yards’ start down 
the field before the ball leaves the 
kicker’s foot. 

For this reason it will be more im- 
portant than ever before to block 
those end rushers. 

Thus I have outlined in general the 
defense which ¥¢ will have to plan 
to overcome, and incidentally any one 
with half an eye can see the great 
amount of detail that comes up in 
learning scientific football. 

Next week I'll start in on a general 
outline of attack and take up signals. 

In the meantime practice hard at 
Guick starting, kicking, handling the 
ball and falling on it.

est being in Texas. 

The bones were found at a depth of 
119 feet soon after a blast had been put 
off. They were badly broken, owing, no 
doubt, to the force of the explosion. For 
this reason it has been impossible to 
patch the pieces together. 

In addition to the discovery of the 
scales the miners also unearthed huge! 
spikes, which Means at first mistook for 
pleces of petrified wood. Under a mag- | 
nifying glass the spikes resembled pet-| 
rified sycamore wood, but on very close 
examination the spokes proved to be 
something other than vegetable matter. 
This find strengthened Means’ belief that 
the bones were not those of a mastodon. 
Mastodons aid not have spikes, nor were 
they covered with scales. On the other 
hand, science asserts that the species 
dinotherium, such as has been found in 
Texas, was possessed of both spikes and 
scales, a portion of the neck of the rep- 
tile being coated with scales, while a 
mane of bristles, or spikes, are said to 
have adorned the monster’s neck and a 
portion of its body. 

Teeth weighing as much as six and a 
half pounds were found, there being nine 
of this size, while 10 very much smaller 
teeth were discovered, which leads:

The river passed through the 
stages of a secondary road and a by- 
path until of late it has been counted 
an almost forgotten trail. The United 
States Government ceased to make ap- 
propriations for it and its banks are 
unlighted and unmarked. 

In Karsas City are men who believe 
that the usefulness of the Missour!

It left the wharf Saturday at 6:35 a. m, 
shortly after the sun, red as a kinder- 
garten child's ball, had appeared from 
behind the East St. Louis elevators. 

Capt. W. M. Mills was in command; 
Capt. Massie, a Missourl River pilot for 
0 years, was at the wheel, and Clerk 
Paul Lamont, Mate Gustav A. Hansen, 
Engineer R. L. Shaarle, Steward Tracy, 
John and Harry, the cabin boys, and 
the vest of the crew were about their 
respective duties. Three newspaper rep- 
resentatives made up the rest of the 
party,

scription, ‘Gone to a better land.’ ‘Can't

And 
with the progress of a century between, 
we were following them in the steamer 
Lora with a well-laden barge as our 
forerunner. We were to see some of 
the things they saw as well as others of 
which they never dreamed. 

Capt. Massie blew the whistle when 
we passed the first farmhouse. Aljll the 
family was down on the bank as well 
as two dogs. The white mule in the 
barnyard shook his brushlike tail and 
the big sister of the family showed the 
baby how to wave its hand. 

We passed under Bellefontaine Bridge 
and Capt. Mussie showed us the site of 
old Fort Bellefontaine as well as the 
place where an Indian mission of rock 
once stood. 

It was 9:30 a. m. when we entered 
the Missouri River; it was 3:30 p. m. 
when we passed St. Charles. That sub- 
urb is considerably farther away from 
St. Louis by boat than by trolley.

A permanent injunction prohibiting 
blasting in the quarry on the north side 
of Forest Park boulevard just west of 
Grand avenue, such as would hurl 


stones on the street, houses or nearby 
property, jar the houses or annoy ten- 
ants of the property by deafening ex- 
piosions was issued by Circuit Judge 
Withrow yesterday. 

The injunction is against Bambrick- 
Bates Construction Co., Bambrick Bros, 
Construction Co., John, John F, and 
Patrick Bambrick. It was issued at 
the instance of William J. Johnston of 
3610 Forest Park boulevard, through his 
attorney, Thomas G. Rutledge. 

At the hearing of the case before 
Judge Withrow, Mr. Johnston testified 
that blasts in the quarry hurled show- 
ers of stones several hundred feet into 
the air, and they would drop on the 
bovlevard, sidewalks and lawns and 
break slate on the roof of his house. 
He said he had built a 16-room, $10,000 
brick and stone home, believing that 
the city intended to make the boulevard 
the handsomest residence street in the 
West End,

idward M. Murphy, aged 44 years, 
QOmce one of the best in his chosen 
trade, the shoe business, but now ousted 
from his foremaiship charged with theft 
and facing trial Oct. 1, remains in a 
dingy apartment at 217 North Twenty- 
first street. his downfall caused, he 
Says, by his infatuation for a woman 
not his wife. 

Beautiful pictures hanging from daint- 
ily tinted walls and a huge brass-‘ramed 
mirrer that smiles a reflecting welcome 
are adornments of the handsome home 
at 5914A Bartmer avenue, in Cabanne, 
where Mrs. Murphy and her son and 
daughter live. Pillows are piled in 
artistic confusion in cozy corners, and 
the atmosphere of comfurt and refine- 
ment permeates the home. 

In the home of Mrs. Mary King, aged 
widow and mother of nine children, at 
3104 Cass avenue—a home plainly but 
neatly furnished—the Kings gathered 
around Jennie, one of the daughters, 
last night, and pleaded with her to be 
Sure and act wisely, lest indiscretion 
be charged against her in the sad cli- 
max which followed Mr. Murphy’s 
avowed adoration of her. 

‘These contrasting abodes were brought 
into close connection when Murphy ap- 
peared in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection yestgrday and Judge Moore set 
his trial on charge of stealing 175 pairs 
of shoes from the Friedman Shoe Co., 
Atiantic factory, at 3417 Locust stret. 
Simon Silve of 1629 Market street is 
charged with buying the shoes, and his 
trial will be set tomorrow. Attorney 
Robert Scoular of 2920 Morgan street 
appeared as counsel for Murphy. 


Home Still Awaits Him. 


“My husband could have all these com- 
foris even now, if he only would,’’ Said 


“Often I have pleaded with him to da 
differently and only as lately as last 
Tuesday he slept here. But all my 
fleading was of no avail.’’ 

Mrs. Mary King is prostrated by the 
deciaration of Murphy ihat her daugh- 
ter caused his downfall.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—In”~ an address 
before several thousand people at the 
Auditorium tonight, Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge of .Indiana declared that 
American intervention in Cuba should 
be and is inevitable, and that govern- 
ment ownership of railroads is contrary 
to the principle of American govern- 
ment. 

‘“‘Governnient ownership,”’ he declared, 
“would create the exact evil which 
those that indorse it are endeavoring 
to eradicate.”’ 

The address of Senator Beveridge, 
which was given under the auspices of 
the Hamilton Club, opened the Re- 
publican Conpgressional campaign in the 
Middle West. 

He said in part as follows: 

“The people’s government should do 
no business that the people can do bet- 
ter themselves; the people’s government 
should own no business that the people 
can better own themselves, 

‘But the people’s government should 
control and regulate industries owned 
by some of the people that are so great 
as to affect the welfare of all of tne 
people. 7 

“The people, through their govern- 
ment, should not permit some of them 
to, practice business methods that will 
be unjust to all of them.

ma’ Wade, the newsboy of 16 
years of age, recently convicted in the 
Criminal Court of Davidson County and 
sentenced to a term. in the Tennessee 
Penitentiary. .The Governor takes this 
course under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the granting of conditional 
pardons or paroles by the chief execu- 
tive to persons under the age of 16 
years. Similar action will be taken by 
the Governor in other cases, where, in 
his judgment, the facts justify it. 

The act in question, which is Chap- 
ter 597 of the acts of the Legislature of 
190°, was submitted by Gov. Cox to 
Charles T. Cates, Attorney-General, for 
a construction, and-the Governor has 
received an opinion from Gen. Cates, 
stating the authority conferred by the 
stutute could be lawfully exercised by 
the Governor, sinceethe power to grant 
is one conferred 
the Constitution.

Immediately upon receipt of this opin- 
ion the Governor wrote to the relatives 


of thes Wade boy that if he could be 
given satisfactory assurances that the 
boy would be taken away from Nash- 
ville and his old haunts and placed 
upon a farm where he would be required 
to do honest labor he would be granted 
a conditional pardon. Jt is expected 
that this aSsurgnce will be immediately 
forthcoming: n event the boy should 
be guilty of any further misdemeanors 
the Governor will direct that he be ar- 
rested and returned to the Penitentiary 
to serve the sentence.

In announcing his decision Gov. Cox 
declared that he would not exercise the 
power conferred upon him.to grant con- 
ditional pardons unless he could’ be as- 
sured that the subjects of clemency 
would be placed on the farm and kept 
away from the temptations of city life. 
He said: 

“The country is the place for a boy, 
particularly one who is inclined to be 
incorrigible or who yields easily to thé 
allurements and temptations which in- 
evitably lead to crime and vice. There 
are many boys in Nashville and the 
other cities of Tennessee who are now 
on the downward road that must in- 
evitably lead to the State prison or 
mayhaps to the gallows, who, if taken 
to the country and kept near to nature 
and required to do hard, honest: labor 
on the farm, would in the end make 
good citizens, and perhaps fill responsi- 
ble positions in life. 

“Entertaining, therefore, the views 
that I do on this subject, I shall. not 
grant a parole to any boy under 16 
until I am first given the mest positive 
guarantee by a responsible person that 
the boy will be taken to the country, 
as far away as possible, and placed at 
work on a farm.

Detailed ‘vlans for an 
Cuba ‘have been worked out by the 
general staff of the army. When Gen. 
Frederick Funston left Washington this 
afternoon for Havana, he knew precise- 
ly what troops would be ordered tv 
Cuba in the event of a decision by the 
President in favor of armed interven- 
tion: how those troops would be mobil- 
ized: from: what ports in this country 
they would embark for the island, and 
what- means the Government had se- 
cured for the transportation of the in- 
vading force. 

It was admitted at the War Depart- 
ment today that the troops for service 
in Cuba had already: been selected, and 
they were being prepared for the cam- 
paign. No intimation of either the 
number or of the present location of 


invasion of 





the troops, however, was obtainable. By 
wefl-informed officers it is believed the 
force available for the Cuban service 
numbers at least 5000 men, “and that it 
will consist of infantry,. cavalry. and 
light artillery. 

It is expected the troops, if ordered 
to Cuba, will be mobilized at Norfolk 
and Newport News, and a part of them, 
possibly, at Port Tampa, Fla. 

While the War Department has not 
at- its disposal just at -present at At- 
lantic coast points sufficient transports 
to carry an expeditionary force of 5000 
men, it has arranged ‘to use for the 
transportation of the troops nearly a 
score of harbor boats, each of which 
is able to carry about 300 men and their 
necessary equipments and supplies. 


The three great supply bureaus of the 
War Department—the quartermaster's, 
commissary’s and medical—are prepared 


to take care of the army, and all of

Dur- 
ine the last year of his life he col- 
lected about 300 additional volumes, and 
these are now in his: room. It is said 
that he read nearly all of them. 

in his early days Father Kielty had 
a desire to become a Jesuit. tte has 
always had a high regard for the order, 
but found that he preferred the more 
active Jite of the secular priesthood 
to that of a Jesuit teacher. ' 
Father Kielty was a great lover of 
game chickens. Durine the last 25 years 
he kept a large flock of particularly fine 
ehickens around his premises.

Wit Turned Away Wrath.

Both were arrested. because 
of complaints lodged by hotel keep- 
ers against them. 

Berlin and London have had to 
witness recently the arrest of sev- 
eral followers in the footsteps of the 
French Mme. Humbert and of the 
American Mrs. Chadwick. But Paris 
took the palm when a few days ago 
it was discovered that the notorious 
Countess de Horne, only recently re- 
leased from the penitentiary, had re- 
sumed her former life of crookedness 
and had sueceeded in  aswindlin 
prominent people out of thousands o 
dollars. The Countess, whose real 
name is Simmonet and who had just 
finished a 15 months’ sentence, found 
it useful to raise the amount marked 
on pawn tickets, and by this means 
she persuaded prominent people to 
advance her money. 


CARL DAENZER I 
AD IN GERMANY 


Founder of the Westliche Post 


Succumbs to Infirmities 
of Old Age. 


Cablegrams from Neckarsulm, 
Wurtemburg, Germany, yesterday an- 
nounced the death there of Carl 
Daenzer, founder of the Westliche- 
Post. for 35 yvears editor of the An- 
geiger des Westens, and long recog- 
nized as the dean of German journal- 
ism in the United States. 

He was 8&6 years old, and age and 
its attendent infirmities caused death. 
He had been for some time past at 
the home ‘of a brother-in-law, older 
than himself. He had resided in Ger- 
many for the past eight years, and 
had until recently written and spoken 
frequently of returning to St. Louis, 
a plan which he gave up only in dis 
final illnesses. 

Carl Daenzer was born in Odenheim, 

in the Grand Duchy of Baden. He 
studied law in Heidelberg, and joined 
the revolutionary movement of 1848. 
Like Dr. Emil Preetorius, Franz 
Sigel and others who later became 
famous in the United States, he was 
exiled after the failure of the move- 
ment. Coming to St. Louis, he be- 
came associate editor of the Anzgeiger 
des Westens. Resigning in 1857, he 
founded the Westliche Post. In 1860 








he sold the Westliche Post and re- 
turned to Germany, having received 
assurance of an amnesty. The An- 
geiger suspended during the firat 
part of the Civil War, and Daenzer 
was summoned here to rehabilitate 
the paper. Returning to the editor- 
ship in that year, he continued as 
editor until 1898, when the paper was 
consolidated with the Westliche 
 ..

The 
amount handled at Fort Gibson, Web- 
bers Falls, Tamaha, Redland, Cowling- 
ton and other trading points on the Ar- 
kansas River between Muskogee and 
Fort Smith, exclusive of the _ )atter 
town, swells the total to very near 650,- 
00) car loads. 

Between Muskogee and Fort Smith, 
the country tributary to river points 
that are not connected by rail, yields 
25,000 bails of cotton. This same coun- 
try last season raised 483,000 bushels of 
corn and 210,000 bushels of, potatoes. 

Over $,000,000 feet of ‘lumber were 
hauled to the river banks and many car 
loads of cedar posts were either shipped 
by boat or hauled to the railroads, 
which are many miles away. 

Aside from these products the live- 
stock raised in this section of the coun- 
try tributary to the river amounted at 
the most conservative estimate to 300 
car loads. The above figures have been 
compiled by Theo. W. Gulick, secretary 
of the Muskogee Commercial Club, and, 
if anything, are below the mark. 

It was in view of these remarkable 
figures that the resumption of naviga- 
tion of the Arkansas River was taken 
up by the Commercial Club, which has 
resulted in the organization of the Mus- 
kogee-Oxklahoma Packet Co.

The. President of the United States is 
coming “to see for himself’ and the 
cleaners wish to be sure he will see 
things right. 

Not only is the canal zone furbishing 
up, but the little toy republic, which 
owes its existence to the grace of 
Theodore Roosevelt, is also trying to 
look nice. 

Although it is known that the Presi- 
dent will visit Panama solely to look 
ovcr the canal and the sanitation, it is 
believed that he will be called upon to 
arbitrate some local] affairs providing 
any of the logal political magnates can 
get to him. The two political factions 
in the republic which wage war against 
each other will probably call on him to 
be the mediator, 

The factions are composed. of those 
who are in office, their relatives and 
friends on the one hand, and those who 
dre out of office on the other..

The Internal Revenue Department has 
jurisdiction in all matters pertaining to 
revenue collections, the issuance of dis- 














tillery licenses, etc. 


No law has been passed by the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission determining the 
rates of taxes on distilled spirits, or pre- 
scribing rules or regulations for mea- 
surement or operation of stills in the 
canal zone. The general instructions of 
‘the President to the commission. 
through the Secretary of War, dated 
May 9, 1904, wherein he directs ‘that 
the laws of the land with which the 
inhabitants are familiar which were in 
force on Feb. 1904, will continue in 
force in the canal zone and other places 
on the isthmus over which the United 
States has jurisdiction until altered or 
amended by the said commission,’ have 
been made applicable to the internal 
revenue service of the canal zone, and 
the laws of the Republic of Panama 
have been followed in the administra- 
tion of this service and the collection 
of distillery taxes. During the last six 
months there were nine distilleries In 
active operation at _ certain periods, 
showing a total number of 850 days, 
and for that work the proper licenses 
as required by law have been executed. 

Pursuant to Act 24 of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, enacted March 1, 
1906, providing for an inexpensive meif- 
od of administration of the estates of

He elected a number of Republi- 
can candidates in districts that be- 
longed to the Democrats. His connec- 
tion with the Republican organization 
Wag not generally known except among 
those who had to do with the manage- 
ment of the campaign. But among them 
he was given the credit for carrying two 
congressional districts in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania that before had been re- 
garded as the property 
crats. There is no question among neu- 
tral members of the official body of the 
federation but that Gompers’ activity in 
this campaign is due to the fact that 
Mitchell made a success of hig fight in 
behalf of Roosevelt. 

Mitchell's prominence in the labor field 
man among organized 
consulted by President 
Roosevelt and other public men.

assermanti was 73 years old. His 
wife died three years ago and since then 
he has lived on the upper floor of a 
ae he owned.

ete geome by Mrs. Ellen Cherie, her hus- 
band and two children. The upper floor 
was unfinished and was in one large 
room, 

Mrs. Cherie heard Wassermann mov- 
ing about his room Friday and about 
noon heard a sound as of somebody 
falling. Two hours: later she went up- 
stairs and found Wassermann’s body on 
the floor near a stool on which he had 
apparently been sitting. The room was 
almost bare, a ricketv bed and an old 
table being about all there was besides 
the stool and boxes. 

Coroner Koch of St. Louis County 
made an investigation and decided that 
Wassermann died of heart disease and 
issued a death certificate. Dr. Koch 
opened a small tin box which contained 
a deed to the property owned by Was- 
sermann, insurance policies and several! 
letters. The letters were all datd ten 
er twelve years ago. 


Daughter Wrote of Accident. 


One was from a daughter, Bertha, 
living in Kansas City. It was written 
in 18% and in it was a reference of an 
injury she had suitered in a sireet car 
accident at Fifth and Walnut stre -ts, 
for which she had sued and obtained a 
verdictgfor 8250. Another letter also 

mentioned another daughter at that 
time in Chicago. 

In the box was found a 
written by W assermann to his 
brother-in-law, August Meir of 
Rostock, Germany. This letter, dated 
in 1896, had never been mailed. In 
the- letter Wassermann referred to a 
visit he had made the year before to 
jermany and expressed his dissatis- 
faction with the reception accorded 
to him there. 

He said that when he left his home 
in America a band of 60 pleces es- 
corted him to the railroad = station 
and that when he returned to his 
home a similar demonstration of 
popularity awaited him.

CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 18. 
A, e. HE war on gringoes did not break 
- ‘g forth last Saturday night in Mex- 
. leo. It may never come, but that 
there was grave danger is now admit- 
ted by high officials of the Mexican 
Government.- Verbal admissions from 
such source were not needed by Ameri- 
Can Visitors to the capital. They saw 
signs innumerable of danger and most 
of*them conducted with extraordinary 
cireymspection. A few youths from the 
North, intolerantly American because of 
fiery Mexican liquors, threatened the 
peace, but so thoroughly had the Gov- 
efor of the Federal District, De Landa, 
and the Inspector-General of the Police, 
Cel. Felix Diaz, prepared for the event 
that even such persons were safe from 
ingury. 
Realizing that the warnings which had 
been printed only in the American press 
were not bascless, as the too-com- 
plaisant Mexican press asserted, the 
President summoned governors of states 
and trusted men in and out of official 
life for conference. 


As a result 1100 persons were placed 


‘in prisons at various points in the re- 
public on executive order. This num- 
ber, which Is given to me by a high 
official as rather less than greater than 
the precise number, includes only men 
of importance, and not criminals. 

* Most of them have been released with- 
out @harge of any sort or any motion 
toward trial. Some have received the 
apologies of executive officers for ‘‘the 
mistake’ of their incarceration.

of their guns in good earnest. 

Plain clothes men were everywhere 
and the National Palace was so guarded 
that unauthorized entrance was impos- 
sible. 

Before the palace on the broad as- 
phalted street that separates it from the 
park were 2800 chairs fronting a tempo- 
rary bandstand, all prepared by the 
Circulo de Amigos del Sr. Gral. Don 
Porfirio Diaz. This organization is 20 
years old and was originally formed of 
the close personal followers of Diaz— 
those who had been associated with him 
in the wars, in his Texas and New Or- 
leans exiles, or had assisted him in the 
revolution which made him the head of 
the nation. Some of these survive and 
others have joined. Primarily a reason 
for pleasant reunions of old friends, it 
has become an organization whose ac- 
tivities are limited to celebrating the 
birthday of Diaz. 

It Was Diaz’s Birthday, Toe. 

He was born on Mexican Independence 
day just 20 years after the Dolores curt, 
Hidalgo, sounded the bell of his church 
and first gave the grito or cry “Viva

So, on Saturday night, the only per- 
sons who had access to the President 
were such men as Governor of the Fed- 
eral District de Landa—one Mexican of- 
ficia] who prefers to speak English and 
who is slated for a high foreign mis- 
sion; nephew Col, Diaz, who has proved 
himself at the head of the Federal Dis- 
trict Police and is slated to succeed De 
Landa; Amigos, such as Juan de Dios 
Rodriquez, lemael Zuniga and Antonio 
fovar and a few others of the personal 
following and Cabinet. The diplomats 
and other guests remained carefully in 
the rooms and balconies assigned to 


them. 

At 8:50 Director Velino M. Preza, in 
full Captain's uniform, waved the 
Banda de Policia into action and these 
doughty guardians of the peace played 
magnificently the ‘“‘Cando al Pueblo,”’ 
which their director composed. Then 
(apt. Ricardo Pacheco commanded the 
artillery band to play his composition, 
“Guerra y Marina,’’ with the assistance 
of 30 trumpeters, who sounded the route 
of the Mexican army when he indi- 
cated that their time had arrived. Thus. 
alternately, these bands proceeded 
through a program of 12 numbers. No. 
4 of the artillery band's program was 
to have been “Aires Nacionales, arreglo 
del Director R. Pacheco.” I am very 
fond of Pacheco. He played Mexican 
danzas for us at the World’s Fair. He 
is a fat, jolly, sweaty, German-looking 
director. His band is excellent, though 
not so finished as the Police Band, 
which is a more permanent organiza- 
tion. But I shall probably never hear 
the “‘Aires Nacionales” he arranged, for 
the shrewd censor of the program for- 
bade it. Somewhere along in the bars 
of this national potpourri are ‘Dixie’ 
and the “Star Spangled Banner.’’ Do 
you think that if they were played in this 
city, 1877 miles south of St. Louis. the 
Americans in the audience would not 
have raised a shout? The censor knew 
we would and he substituted a ‘‘Ger- 
man Fantasie,’’ which was so sootnirg 
we almost went to sleep in snite of the 
fireworks. 


Superb Display of Fireworks. 


The fireworks! There were hundreds 
of rockets, bombs and gigantic spin- 
ning wheels set off in the inclosure 
about the Cathedral, and from its 
towers hot-air balloons bearing fire- 
works were set afloat to be welcomed 
by the Mexican children with cries of 
“Glob-ah!” “Otras glob-ah!” their 
version of our children’s “bal-loon!”’ 
Some of the balloons fastened to the 
Cathedral's stone towers and burned 
there without exciting anyone’s anx- 
lety. Some of the showers fell upon 
the seated crowd before the National 
Palace, causing excitement among the 
ladies who wore Parisian gowns. Oth- 
er pleces were set off in the Zocalo, 
and three gigantic pieces which stood 
On the park's edge facing the Presi- 
dent’s balcony, capped the first part 
of the show. 

_ There were two whirling stars that 
didn’t work very well, one being quite 

a fizzle. Then came the piece that TI 
had been watching for at evening, a 
fire portrait of Diaz. I wanted to hear 
Mexico howl, I wanted to hear it 
cheer as we cheer the portrait of 
Roosevelt or Bryan or any other lead- 
er, whether we vote for him or not. I 
Saw the man with the bamboo candle 
approach the Diaz piece and snatched 
off my hat, willing to yell with the 
brown brother as I had been ready 
all-evening to answer as I was 
taught, ‘‘Que Viva!’ to anys Mexican’'s 
salutation, “Viva Mejico!” Other 
Americans who had been honored 
with a dollar invitation to the seats 
provided by the Amigos, and like my- 
self wore Mexican colors and Diaz's 
portrait on their coats, also prepared 
to yell. I suppose some of them did 
yell, but not a Mexican in the range 
of my eye uttered a sound as the 10- 
foot high face of their President 
fiared into fire. 

This was the first jar that awoke me 
to the subdued, watchful state of the 
crowd. It seemed, when I reviewed the 
incidents up to that moment, that ev- 
eryone was watching for trouble, that 
no one was at ease. They applauded 
the music scantily and as the great mo- 
ment approached paid no heed to it. 


The Ringing of Liberty Bell, 

The fireworks had ceased when whis- 
tles and bells over the city announced 
the. historic moment when Hidalgo first 
rang the bell that now hangs in front of 
the National Palacé and cried those 
words which the patriot of today re- 
peats. But the clock above the bel) 
lacked still five minutes of the shour. 


A hundred trumpeters emerged from the 
bank of soldiery and formed directly 
under the President's balcony. More 
instruments, brass® of various descrnip- 
tions, emerged from the soldiery and oc- 
cupied the front of the mass. 

The bands in the stand rose and held 
their instruments expectantly. 

There was turmoil in the crowd out- 
side the ranks of soldiers. I could see 








bayonets flash as soldiers gave the butt 
to pushing peons. 

With the hands of the big clock above 
the bell of Hidalgo pointing precisely at 
lL o'clock the front of the cathedra} 
flashed into an electric light flag of 
Mexico, red, white and green, and Diaz, 
stepping to the rail of the balcony bear- 
ing a yard-square flag of his country in 
his left hand, thrust it out over the 
throng and shouting, “Viva Mejico!” 
pulled the bell rope with his right hand. 

The bell gave a hollow, ghostly sound. 
He cried “Viva Indepengencia!"'§ and 
pulled impetuously. at the bell rope, but 
it caught in the eyes and the clapper 
of the bell only trembled. ‘Viva Liper- 
tad!’ cried the President and snatched 
again at the rope energetically, but 
he only managed to draw the clapper 
to the side of the bell, 

A tremendous shower, a rain of golden 
fire, burst from one tOwer o6 the 
Cathedral. The trumpets beneath the 
President sounded the national anthem, 
When they finished, the brasses back 
of them took up the strain, then the 
Artillery Band, then the Police Band.

Drank, Though Forbidden. 


De Landa had forbidden public drink- 
ing as forcibly as he had forbidden open 
cantinas. The police enforced the pro- 
hibition by the simple expedient of strik- 


ing any protuberance on a peon's per- 
son with his club. If a jingle of broken 
giass and pulque odor followed it were 
well for the peon if he shut his teeth 
on remarks derogatory to the _ police- 
man’s ancestry and melted quickly into 
the crowd. 

There were a few bold spirits among 
the youths of the lower class who 
sounding the Mexican army route on 
trumpets of clay, tried to rush the 
homeward-going crowd in packed San 
Francisco street and cried ‘‘Viva Meji- 
co!” when nothing else was doing. 

But for the most part along that dif- 
ficult way the people were mainly in- 
tent on keeping their footing. Here and 
there, a mounted policeman would ride 
into the crowd from his station at a 
street intersection and whip some un- 
ruly one across the face with the leather 
strap hanging to his baton, but even 
these incidents grew few as the crowd 
mounted the street. 

San Francisco is the show thorough- 
fare, more than Olive street to St. Louis 
a street of shops. --—Many..were_elabor-. 
ately decorated with delicate cloth and 
laces, forming backgrounds for lavish 
arrangements of flowers. Beneath these

Diaz Departed, Strongly Guarded. 


President Diaz left the National Pal- 
ace under a strong escort, but his auto- 
mobile goon left the escort far behind. 


As he speeded out the Paseo de la 
Reforma his automobile presented no 
distinction of even the mounted police- 
men who held station on each corner 
of each street intersection. 

Just beyond the Colonia Roma a de- 
tachment of cavalry picked him up and 
galloped with his car to the door of 
the elevator in his resting place upon 
the rock of Chapultepec. 

When the crowd from. the Zocalo 
reached the statue of Charles at the 
entrance to the Paseo de la Reforma, it 
found a large company of mounted po- 
licemen posted. The crowd, which was 
composed largely of the common people, 
shouted and pressed forward. The 
mounted men were suddenly reinforced 
by individuals of their service who gal- 
loped to their aid from many directions. 
Guests of the St. Francis Hotel, which 
faces the plaza in which Charles’ statue 
stands, saw the mounted men slapping 
at the pressing leaders of the crowd 
with the flat of their sabers, and when 
the pressure grew too great at some 
point the policemen rode their horses 
into the press and made the animats 
dance wildly until the peons had fled. 

Thus they checked the flow of the 
crowd, which apparently was headed for 
the American colony. The company of 
police at the statue was the van of the 
American colony's guard. 

Crowd’s Temper Was Ugly. 

But the temper of the crowd 
ugly and the police were evidently—ob- 
servers in the St. Francis say—dis- 
quieted. 

At this juncture a mounted man wear- 
ing a peaked Mexican straw hat and 
no insignia of rank that could be seen 
from the hotel rode up to the officer 
in charge of the police and conferred 
with him. Then the order was given 
which opened the police line and the 
crowd passed through, jeering the men 
who had held them back. 

They proceeded under the leadership 
of the mounted man with the Mexicar 
hat as far as the statue of Independ- 
ence, which is in process of erection, 
and there gave their gritos lustily. All 
the way up the Paseo the police herded 
them like sheep, urging them along 
gently and responding not at all to their 
animadversions on the remote and re- 
cent ancestry of men who would inter- 
fere with the pleasures of the people. 
Just as gently the police worked the 
erowd back and not a man escaped 
from the herd until all were pushed be- 
low the statue of Charles into the 
Avenida Juarez. 


Every Foreign Hotel Guarded. 


Every hotel in the country which 
patronized by foreigners was on Satur- 
day night guarded by special details 
of police. It is customary in Mexico to 


close the doors of hotels at A 

-o sleeps in the entryway and ad- 
te guests who come after that hour. 
On Saturday some doors were closed as 
early as 8:30, and all were shut by 9 
o'clock. In addition to the portero each 
had at least one policeman inside the 
doorway and a plain clothes man on 
each hall or gallery. 

My hotel is built about a garden, the 
rooms opening on a gallery which forms 
two sides of the garden. On each side, 
a plain clothes policeman lay all night, 
his blanket on the stone flags and his 
service coat covering him. At the 
slightest unusual noise all were up and 
alert. 1 was not aware of special guard- 
ianship while at the Zocalo or on the 
streets. but other Americans in whose 
sanity and truthfulness I place reliance, 
say they were shadowed al! that night

time of war. As the night wore on he 
smiled, for every report strengthened the 
assurance that each shrewd precaution 
justified itself in producing the most 
quiet 15th of September in the history 
of the celebration. 

It is asserted by Col. Diaz. and I bhe- 
lievé him, that the arrests on account 
of disorder Saturday night were less 
than on the previous Saturday night. 
All day Sunday there were doings. 
here were two receptions by the Pres- 
ident, one at Chapultepec and the other 
at the National Palace. ‘The first was 
at 9 o'clock in an open-air coliseum. 
The President heard much Spanish ora- 
tory and a poem written for the occa- 
sion and some music. Then he drove 
to the National Palace through the 
heart of the city. All the way down the 
Paseo de !a Reforma, Avenido Juarez 
and Calles San Francisco was a continu- 
ous string of mounted police. The 
President was guarded by a picturesque 
company of gentlemen, among them his 
son Porfirio, who wore plumed helmets 
and rode in the ridiculous English hunt- 
er style. At the tail of a long military 
procession, for nearly 7000 men of all 
arms followed the President on this 
journey, came the rurales, who are fan- 
tastic. enough with their $500 saddles 
and sombreros ranging from $50 to $300, 
but who ride as men who live on horse- 
back must ride. No part of the parade 
elicited more applause than these ru- 
rales and it was neither their saddles nor 
sombreros that won this tribute, but the 
fame of their deeds. 

Sunday night President 
address to Congress, the 
Deputies being in joint session.

There were wild rumors which caused 
much alarm and would not have arisen 
if it were not for the inefficience of the 
Telegrafio Federal, which suspended 
business Saturday and Sunday,inso far 
as the public was concerned. and is gen- 
erally in a moribund condition. It is 
a monopoly absolute, maintained evi- 
dently for the suppression of tntelli- 
gence.

A Sample of Government. 


A good example of how the Diaz Gov- 

ernment acts lies inthe following story. 
hundred visiting geologists were 
taken to the site of a pyramid which 
is being uncovered near Mexico City. 
After viewing the work and dining in a 
grotto, many of the scientists walked 
the three miles to the railway station. 
A troop of cavalry had been especially 
charged with their safety and the troop- 
crs had extra mounts for those who 
desired to ride. 

Two very eminent gentlemen who had 
tried to ride got away on foot ahead 
of all the others on tne return trip. 
The officer, learning that they were 
some distance down the cactus-bordered 
lane unguarded, ordered a trooper to 
race after them and see that they came 
to no harm. 

The trooper 


Three 


went down the lane at 
n wiid gallop. Turning a corner, he 
came upon them unexpectedly and his 
horse knocked down Dr. Daley, inflict- 
ing a large gash in the back of the 
doctor's head. Within 24 hours that 
trooper was sentenced to two years at 
hard tabor in the Penitentiary. 

While many of the foot soldiers are 
sent into the army instead of to the 
Penitentiary on conviction for offenses, 
the cavairy branch is not so recruited, 
and the penalty assessed was, therefore, 
held to be deep disgrace. 

Dr. Daley heard of the Government's 
efforts to make amends to him for his 
injury and immediately began a cam- 
paign for the trooper’s pardon. 

“Tf I had continued as I 
when the trooper turned the corner he 
would have passed me, but in my panic 
I stepped in front of his horse and was 
knocked down.” 

Dr. Daley's companton corroborated 
him and their insistance finally secured 
the pardon and restoration to his com- 
pany of the trooper. His companions, 
it is said, could not understand why he 
had not been shot. 

When a soldier in Mexico is charged 
with the safe keeping of a man, it is 
understood that he pays for failure with 
his life or at least his liberty. 

Everywhere the geologists went they 
were accompanied by plain clothes po- 
licemen and soldiers. each man havine 
special guardions. These men not only 
accompanied them everywhere, but re- 
mained in the hotel corridors at night. 
The Government has from these men the 
most minute reports of the geologists’ 
movements throughout their stay in 
Mexico. On the ni@ht of the 15th, these 
guardians were increased in spite of the 
needs of the Police Department in other 
directions. and when on Sunday, at the 
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National Palace, President Diaz noticing 
the ansence of the geologists from those 
attendance on his reception, the po- 
lice were able to round up a large num- 
bero of them and convey them to the 
palace. After the reception they dined 
at Silvane'’s, with the President, in- 
formally, his only guests save a few 
meenbers of his official family and mil- 
itary heads.

They are afraid of the 
slightest indication of disease on an 
apple, even though it may really be of 
the most harmless nature.

The association has agents at all the 
principal Texas points, the greatest 
market heretofore for the apples of the 
Southwest, but it was seen they could 
only take a part of them. 

Besides, the growers of the East get 
such freight reductions they are often 
enabled to lay their apples down in 
Texas at a lower price than points in 
Missouri and Arkansas, not half so far 
away. 

'The Frisco has made some reductions 
in the rate to Texas points, but 
shippers think ft is not enough. 

Frices are low and threaten to go 
lower. Ben Davis apples are not aver- 
aging over 75 cents a barrel, with G Gano 
and Etris at $1. Other varieties are 
bringing more, but these make up the 
greatest bulk of the crop in this sec- 
tion. The Ben Davis is a good ship- 
per and, when well colored, has proven 
a favorite abroad, although it is not 
fancied to anv great extent’on the home 
markets.

Unless thés is 
done, the apples will wither. Especially 
large apples are not desirable for for- 
eign markets, as they pack poorly an&a 
the anple venders do not like them. 

There are fewer in the barrel and th2 
vender, accordingly, feels that he must 
raise the price—and this decreases the 
sales.

How Skeptics Are Convinced. 

In investigating they had attended seances. They 

had seen things which with all their skepticism they 

~ believed could not have been done unless the medium 
possessed some strange power. They had witnessed 
the materalization of spirits; perhaps had seen the 
spirit of a friend or relative, long since dead. They 
might have received messages on slates and heard 
the voice of dead friends. The mediums might have 
told bits of family history which the skeptic thought 
no one besides himself knew. 

Other startling things they might have seen. They 
noticed the reverence with which the spirits were 
greeted? the faith which all believers displayed. They 
saw these things and wondered—wondered if Spir- 
itualists are crazy or the dupes of clever sharpers. 

But no—the majority of the Spiritualists are well 
educated, prominent in both the business and socia! 
world, and the skeptics felt that they are perfectly 
sane and capable of judging whether or not they are 
the dupes of fakers, They begin to think that there 
is something in ‘Spiritualism after all. They could 
not doubt the evidence of their own eyes and ears. 

But, as Shakespeare says: “There's the rub.” They 
believe too much that eyes see and ears hear, A 
popular saying is that one should believe onry half 
what he hears and sees, Apply this to Spiritualism 
and the saying might aptiy be changed to “look wise 
and say nothing.” 4 . ie 

Spiritualistic mediums have a system for vutain-

The roomy is always dark, the audience sits in a 
half circle and strains of music resembling the wail- 
ings of # lost soul seem to-float gently down from 
high overhead.

The skeptic would dash from the room, but the 
blackness wes and leaves him powerless.

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} grasps his, which is proffered in fear, and the same 
sepulehral’ voice that turned the blood in his veins 
to water asks if he remembers, in him, a departed 
relative. The skeptic sees only a misty form before 
him, but his imagination, thanks to his excited con- 
dition, pictures the person whom the spirit claims 
to be. He goes back to his seat, a skeptic no long- 
er, but henceforth ao firm believer in Spiritualism and 
easy picking for mediums who will allow him to 
converse with someone dear on the other side of life 
for a dollar or two. : 


‘Spirit Catching Is Fascinating.’’ 

The writer has exposed several mediums, broken 
yp their seances and caught spirits. The latter, in- 
stead of being from the other world, were very 
material and very much alive, as the bruises which 
thé writer once carried for a number of days mutely 
but painfully told. Tae practice of breaking up 
seances is fascinating and exciting but often danger- 
ous, 

A friend of the writer once dove head-foremoat 
through the draperies of a cabinet and was struck 
on the head by some object in the hands of a spirit 
that rendered him unconscious for three hours, The 
writer once similarly dove into a cabinet and grasped 


the ankle of a female spirit who was trying to 
escape through the secret panel door in the wall. She 


managed to tear her foot loose, however, and when 
the writer arose he was confronted by a solid wall, 
the most minute inspection of which failed to reveal 
the door throngh which the female had disappeared, 

Many times the formes whieh the audience sees are 
nothing but vapor. In Chicago there is a supply 
house which deals in appliances which mediums use, 
and little chemical balls can be purchased which, 
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‘when dissolved in water, ascend in vapor. Male and 
female forms and those of children ean be procured. 
These spirits are used entirely by mediums who are 
possessed of ventriloquial powers. They are safer 
than confederates, for when some daring investigator 
rushes on them, he grasps only thin air. 

Mediums, no matter how clever, are often exposed 
by their confederates. At a seance the writer once 
attended there appeared the spirit of a former friend, 
who had been a Harvard graduate, There was some 
similarity in the voice, but the grammar the spirit 
used. was such that if the dead friend could have 
heard it, surely he would have turned over in his 
grave. In life the friend had been an enthusiastic

ETWEEN three hundred and fifty and five 
hundred Egyptian mummies taken from the 
ancient tombs of the Pharaohs are believed 

to be in this country. Of these 20 are in New York 

City. There are about fourteen the collections 

at the New York Historical Society and the Metro- 


polittan Museum of Art, the remainder being distrib-

uted among private collectors. 

No official record has ever been kept of the exact 
number imported, They have been brought in free 
of duty and distributed the American 
Branch of the Egypt Exploration Fund at Boston, 
and through ofher mediums to universities, museums 
and to private collectors. 

Dr. Wiliam C. Winslow of Boston was for a long 
time head of the American Branch of the Egypt Ex- 
ploration Fund and he superintended the distribu- 
tion of over two hundred mummies and mummy 
cases among subacribers to the lo m fund. 
These include several of the largest universities,

Yale, Harvard and the Chicago University having ex- 
ceedingly fine collections. 

Philadelphia has a good exhibit in the University 
of Pennsylvania, and at New Orleans the Tulane 
University is also well supplied. Among the other 
large exhibits may be mentioried those of the Mar- 
shall Fields Museum at Chicago, the Carnegie Insti- 
tute at Pittsburg, Smithsonian Institution at Wasb- 
ington, D. C., and the Boston Museum. 

The ancient Egyptians were skilled in the art of 
embalming to a degree that has astonished the dis- 
coverers of the mummies made so many thousands 
of years ago. 


At first modern discoverers wondered why the 
Egyptians went to all this trouble to preserve the 
worn out body, but when the hieroglyphics were 
deciphered the reason became plain. They were firm 
believers in the resurrection of the body, but be- 
lieving that the ka, or soul, did not return to the 
body until 3000 years later, it was necesdary to

devise some means of preserving the body that it 
might be ready to rise again. 

There were men of science mean 
among the ancient Egyptians, and they 
succeeded in their purposed preservation, for some 
mummies have been unearthed that are at least 4000 
years old, so that these would have been ready had 
the errant soul wished to return at the expected 
lapse of only 3000 years. .

These mummies nave risen now, but not endowed 
with life. They have been resurrected in a different

What is left of the house of Pierre Menard is still 
pointed out to river travelers by captains and pilots. 
Its architecture is French. An old Courthouse still 
holds its foundation in the passing sands of the is- 
land. But the waters are within fifty feet of it, and 
its final disintegration is only a matter of a few 
months or the call of the next hungry flood. 

When it became evident that the river would not 
cease its advances, that Government engineers were 
no match for the Mississippi’s ravaging currents, 
the bodies from its cemetery were removed to the 
bluffs and interred near the site of the old fort. This 
became necessary many years after the capital of 
Illinois was removed to Vandalia and then to Spring- 


field. 

In its prime Kaskaskia had churches and a con- 
vent. The once thriving town still has a church, but 
it is a new structure, with none of the charm of the 
old, whose ruins lie in the bed of the river. There 
was a postoffice—“Old ’"Kaskia” is now on the rural 
delivery service. “Old "Kaskia” today is only a little 
town, even less than a village, and cannot assume 
the dignity of a hamlet. A regencration is promised 
in the time when its site shall have passed over to 
the Missouri side of the river. 

When the flood of 188} pounced upon the wooded 
neck of land above Kaskaskia aud cut a passage 
through to the bed of the Kaskaskia River, and made 
of the peninsula-like site of the town an island, Kas- 
kaskia was the oldest town and the subject of many 
early-day stories by the white-haired inhabitants of 
Southern Illinois. 

But the flood of-’81 was the key to disaster. After 
that the waters cut and ate and gouged their way 
until the little bed throngh the wood was wide and 
deep. The bed of the Kaskaskia was ‘deeper than 


ous efforts, the Government answered the call of 
the people of Illinois to try to save the old capital, 
the landmark of history and the subject of romantic 
stories of the old days. 

Boats went up thé river to repair the damage, if 
they could, and to fortify the island part of the 
town against further encroachment of the devasta- 
ting currents. The boats anchored. The éngineers 
discussed ways and means. At last it was decided 
to divert the course of the new channel against the 
bank of the mainland, so that the current, striking 
it, would sheer off in the direction which would not 
tear off the had of the island, but build it up. 

The engineers proceeded with the work. But when 
the labor was finished, the water proved calculations 
all wrong. The shot missed the pocket and the cur- 
rent plowed into the head of the island and began 
tearing it off by acres. 

The rip-rap work was put in at Ste. Genevieve, on 
the Missouri side of the Mississippi, about seven 
miles from Kaskaskia. The first plan, to send the 
current down the old bed, the inhabitants of Kas- 
kaskia claim, would have saved Kaskaskia, and the 
flood-made island would again have had its old 
peninsula-like site. 

The first plan was not followed, however, and the 
judgment which failed to plant the rip-rap proper- 
ly threw the current over to the Illinois side. It re- 
versed across the river again, struck the Missouri 
bank, shot over to the Illinois bank, missed the 
flood channel, fell back from the rock bluffs‘ and tore 
into the island. 

And now the inexorable fate of the remainder of 
the old half of the town on the isiand is dissolution.

HE practice of “giving hours’”—the parlance of those who have witnessed it--. 

has long been in vogue in justice courts throughout the country.

Just where Tehuantepec is located more people 
are aware than might be thought, and for this wide- 
spread knowledge Mr, Eads was largely responsi- 
ble. Before death cut short-his plans he had in- 
terested a vast number of people in the isthmus 
and his proposition by lectures and by the exhibi- 
tion of a beautifully working model of the pro- 
posed ship railroad. Twenty years almost have 
elapsed since he passed away, but the germ of 
knowledge has born fruit. Tehuantepec is far 
from being an unknown place today.

a narrow néck that the distance from ocean to ocean 
is only 125 miles.

ROM St. Louis to Havana by rail, without 
changing cars!

By Easter next spring the traveler will be able 
to enter a comfortable Pullman in the St. Louis sta- 
tion and step from it, 36 hours later, to the platform 
of the station at Havana, Cienfuegos, Santiago, 
wherever he or she may desire to go in Cuba.

work, the old block quilts our grandmothers made 
because necessity demanded them to do so. 

But the ones.now being made in St. Louis 
are moré artistic, more finished. For where our 
grandmothers selected their blocks from “scraps” 
—left-over pieces of dresses'or other garments— 
or cut them from material: that had been worn 
until its usefulness was otherwise exhausted, the 
St. Louis society woman of today buys her quilt 
blocks material solely for that use. By that 
means the artistic effect of the finished quilt is 
enhanced, for just the proper amount for each 
block can thus be secured and the arrangement 
so made that a harmony of colors prevails. 

Among the prominent St, Louis women who 
have revived dhis old-fashioned needlework are 
Mrs. F. G, Niedringhaus and her daughter, Mrs. 
Fidelio C. Sharp; Mrs. S..M. Kennard, Mrs. David
